Not Mentioned In Communiques 
But Still In-There Fighting 


By PETER EDSON, 


i the natural American interest about 
the battles of the U.S. First Cavalry, 
25th, Second and First Divisions, the role 
of the Republic of Korea's army has been 
generally -iost-sight-of=-it-4s-7--Florious 
record. It will go dawn in history as one 
of the great attempts by a native people 
to resist aggression and put down civil 
war. 
MAIN OUTLINES 

Not too many details of their gallant 
stand have been: reported to the Pen- 
tagon. Republic of Korea—ROK forces, 
they’re called—get only a line or two in 
the daily communiques, and little or no 

‘mention in the daily briefings But 
enough facts can be dug out to give the 
main outlines of the story. 

They numbered originally 96,000 men. 
How many of them are alive today, no 
one can say with any degree of accuracy 
The original. North Korean attacking 
force was approximately of the same size 

90,000 to 100,000 men. But the North 
Koreang were vastly superior in arms. 
They had artillery; they had 300 Soviet- 
made tanks and 100 to 150 Soviet-made 


from Washington 


The South Koreans had no armor—no 
artillery, no tanks and only 16 trainer 
planes for an air force. They had been 
deployed in depth along the 38th parallel. 
They--had—had.some.experience in. light- 
ing and rounding up guerrilla raids that 
were made across the line from time to 
time, -particularly on Sunday mornings. 
But the South Koreans were totally un- 
prepared for the all-out attack of June 
25. 

TERRIBLE BEATING 


In that. original attack, the South 
Koreans took a terrible beating. They 
were armed only with rifles, machine 
guns and mortars. They had a little 
artillery in 75's and: 105’s, but lost much 
of it Five divisions met the initial 
North ‘Korean ‘attack. “The ‘other three 
divisions were farther south, Some units 
met such heavy attack that they were 


virtually westroyed, or their troops so 


- scattered that they ceased to exist as 


military organizations. Some men may 
have escaped to coastal islands, been cap- 
tured, or faded into the hills. That is 
why estimates of casualties are- next to 
impossible.

WHEN the world was waiting for news 

of the birth of the Royal Baby, the 
Canadian Press was hard-pressed (if we 
may so express ourselves) to find newsy 
little bits about a total lack of news.

CTUALLY, what happened was prob- 
ably that one of the Guards regi- 
ments was either leaving or entering 
Wellington Barracks, across St. James's 
Park. And there is no such unit as the 
Royal Guard. The infantry regiments 
of Guards are the Coldstream Guards 
(now celebrating their 300th anniver- 
sary), the Grenadier Guards, the Scots, 
Irish and Welsh Guards, These are re- 
ferred-to as the Brigade of Guards.

Ethics Or No Ethics 
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In Memoriam: Canon Fred Comley 


By ROBERT CONNELL 


THE sudden passing of Canon Fred 
Cc ley on Monday-tast- must have 
come aS a great shock to many people 
on Vancouver Island and our Pacific 
coast For over 40 years he had been 
a familiar and beloved figure in many 
fields of activity These fields were 
neither confined to his own church nor 
religious life in its more. usually 

1 sense. 

When he came out from England he 
began his work at the Indian village of 
Alert Bay where his name is still held 
in ‘affectionate remembrance After 
training at Latimer Hall, afterwards 
corporated in the Anglican Theolog 
College of B.C., he was ordained and 
began his parochial work at Quathiaski 
Cove and the neighboring communities 
with his little boat the “Rendezvous” as 
his means of transportation 

From there he went to various 
parishes on Vancouver Island and then 
back to Alert Bay as priest-in-charge of 
both Indian and white work. His last two 
parishes were Colquitz and Strawberry 
Vale combined, and then St. Alban’s 
Victoria 

After his relinquishment of parochial 
respons. lity some years ago he by no 
means gave up work. His latter years 
were very fully taken up with the relief 
of vacant parishes or substitution for 
invalid orgy. In his last year he made 
regularly and repeatedly the long jour 
ney to Comox and Cumberland as well 
as to intermediate points. But such a 
bare recital carries little suggestion of 
the laboriousness of his journeys and 
still Jess of the adventures and escapes 
that sometimes marked them, particu- 
larly in the winter.

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Canon Fred Comley was a brotherly 
man in every sense of the term. Behind 
his kindliness lay a great love of his 
fellows. It found one form of expression 
n his love of games. He was well known 
for years as a wicket-keeper and no 
mean bat. In later years he took up 

with e usiasm He loved to 
with } fellow-men his it was 
gave him his interest’ in various 
of social work, an interest that 
occasion showed itself in very prac-

Indians Well Versed, 


Anthropologist Says 


Weird burial and ceremonial | 
customs of the B.C. Indians 
have been brought to light for 
the first time by Duff Wilson, 
Provincial Museum anthropolo- 
gist, who recently returned from 
a month's field work among the 
indians of the Fraser Valley. 

In four large notebooks full’ 
of material on. Indian life and} 
culture, Mr. Wilson brought 
back with him information sug- 
gesting that the Indians of not} 
so long ago were as well in-} 
formed. about the art of embalm- | 
ing as the Egyptians | 

Mr. Wilson was informed by | 
an Indian that the natives of a 
generation ago were able to pre- 
serve the bodies of their dead | 
for indefinite periods. This was | 
done by using certain herbs 
which were stuffed in the body, 
the Indian told the anthropo- 
logist. | 

Mr. Wilson was unable to get 
the Indian to give the secret of 
what herbs were used and other} 
details connected with embalm- 
ing which appeared similar to 
methods. used by the ancient 
Egyptians. 

The anthropologist's field trip 
marked the first time that the 
Stallo (Fraser) natives have 
been studied thoroughly. Apart 
from data on Indian customs, 
Mr. Wilson took 300 feet of color 
movies of native fishing methods | 
onthe Fraser Canyon 

“T was able to record the 
Indian names of 17 tribes and 
their more than 60 villages be 
tween the~mouth of the Fraser | 
and Five-mile Creek, above Yale,” | 
he sald. “The language they | 
speak is the same as that spoken | 
around Cowichan but is unintel 
ligible to Indians further up the | 
river and elsewhere on the 
coast.” 

The most important event In 
a Fraser River Indian's life was 
his potlatch, at which he pub- 
licly paid off all the family 
debts that had accumulated for
